The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 11-15: Replace "computer readable medium" in line 1 with "computer 
readable non-transitory medium". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method for performing a measurement in a network using an 
Internet Protocol Measurement Protocol (IPMP) packet. The prior arts in the record fail 
to teach or make obvious to a method comprising including, in the IPMP packet, an 
identification data element for enabling at least one network device to be identified as a 
redirect measurement host while redirecting the IPMP packet to the recipient, wherein 
the at least one network device is comprised in a route between the measurement host 
and the recipient within a structure of the claim. These features are claimed in the 
independent claims 1, 6 and 11 and render them allowable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
